Barley cooked in water gives the 
most fruity flavor of any of the cereals. 
Perhaps that it why barley water, 
barley gruel, and barley porridge have 
been such acceptable invalid drinks. 


» || When digestive troubles overtake you, 


especially those of an intestinal na- 
ture, drink ‘barley water and barley 
broth. You can more easily take it 
plain, without sugar or some addition 
like lemon juice, than you can take 
rice water or even oatmeal. 


Two tablespoons of barley washed 
and cooked carefully in five cups of 
water on top of the stove, over the 
simmering burner turned low, will 
yield plentiful draughts of barley water 
and a porridge as well, since barley 
swells greatly in the cookihg.
